Civilian Experts Study 
Army Post Exchanges 


At the instance of General George C. 
Marshall, Chief of Staff, a comprehensive 
study of all phases of Army Post Ex 
changes and their operation is to be un 
dertaken by a committee of 
drawn from industry and working with 
Mr. Donald Nelson, Director of Pur- 
chases, 

A few weeks ago Lt. Col. H. F. Thomp 
son and Lt. Col. F. H. Partridge, from the 
G-1 Section of the General Staff, dis 
cussed the matter with Mr. Nelson's 
deputy, Mr. Albert J. Browning. A curs- 
ory survey was made, taking Ft. Dix, N. 
J., as a sample. 

As a result of this preliminary study 
the conclusion was reached that there is 
a general lack of uniformity among all 
the exchanges as to housing, fiscal policy, 
personnel, merchandising, purchasing, ac- 
counting, and auditing. 

Mr. Browning recommended that a 
committee be drafted from industry com 
posed of a fiscal executive, a personnel 
executive, a merchandising and purchas 
ing executive, and an accounting execu 
tive. The men would be chosen from 
financial and general retail fields. These 
recommendations were approved and thie 
committee will be appointed shortly. Co 
operating with the committee will be a 
number of Army officers. 

The group will submit a broad general 
plan for the operation of Post Exchanges 
within two weeks of its organization and 
after that will be available for further 
detailed work. 





Expansion of Army 
The War Department has initiated a 
study of sites for the location of addi- 
tional Army posts should further expan- 
sion be necessary beyond the existing pro- 
gram of 1,400,000 enlisted men. 
Recalling the difficulties encountered 
under the present expansion program 
when construction was delayed by geo- 
logical conditions not foreseen because of 
the rapidity with which the program was 
decided upon and undertaken, the De- 
partment has determined to make full and 
complete advance studies in the event 
war conditions or further emergency ex- 
pansion should become necessary.

Army Warrant Officer Hearing 

llearings on HI, It. 2281 creating the 
grade of chief warrant officer in the Army 
and increasing the number of warrant 
oflicers that may be commissioned to a 
number equal to one per cent of the au- 
thorized enlisted strength of the Regular 
Army were held Tuesday, 11 Feb, by the 
llouse Committee on Military Affairs, En- 
actment of the proposed law was urged by 
Maj. Gen. William Kk. Shedd, Assistant 
Chief of Staff, G-1, and Maj. Edwin Bar- 
ber, (CAC), OCS. 

General Shedd told the committee that 
passage of the bill would be “the first 
necessary step to broaden the utilization 
by the Army of warrant officers” and 
would relieve present warrant officers of 
the necessity of long years of service with- 
out promotions or pay increases, 

Pay and Promotion 

The bill would increase the number of 
warrant otlicers from the present limit of 
600 to about 2,800 and would cost about 
$6,000,000 a year, General Shedd reported. 
The pay of the chief warrant officers 
would be $175 per month. Warrant offi- 
cers at the present time receive $148 per 
month, he said. 

The witness stated that a large number 
of warrant oflicers have been serving for 
as long as ten years without promotion 
and without any pay increase. He de- 
clared “there is a real need for these new 
warrant officers and a real need for giv- 
ing warrant oflicers a chance for promo- 
tion and higher pay.” 

General Shedd further pointed out that 
the bill makes ample provision for filling 
any future needs for additional warrant 
oflicers by providing that temporary ap- 
pointments may be made when the regu- 
lar army exceeds a strength of 280,000 
enlisted men. He expressed the opinion, 
however, that 2,800 warrant officers 
would meet the needs of the Army for 
some time to come. 

Enactment of the measure would have 
the further advantage, he said, of clarify- 
ing the duties and status of warrant of- 
ficers by creating both chief warrant of- 
ficer and a warrant officer (j.g.) ranks. 
Another benefit of the bill, Ger eral Shedd 
added, is that it would provide small pay 
increases for warrant officers who have 
been serving for more than four years in 
that grade. Warrant officers would be 
entitled to retirement under the same 
conditions as commissioned officers and 
could be retired after fifteen years of ac- 
tice service with retired pay at the rate 
of two and one-half percent of their ac- 
tive pay multiplied by the number of com- 
plete years of active service, but not to 
exceed a total of 75 percent of the active 
pay. No back pay or allowances would 
accrue as a result of passage of the bill, 
he added. 

He said that General Marshall, Chief 
of Staff, hopes the bill will pass because 
the number of warrant officers is too 
small and the limitation on their duties 
and responsibilities is too strict.

Army and ies Prepare 
to Use Atlantic Bases 


Contracts for the first construction 
work for the Army at six of the eight 
bases leased to the United States by 


Great Britain were let this week, Under- 
secretary of War Patterson announced 18 
Feb. 

While declining to reveal the exact 
strength of each, Judge Patterson did say 
that the bases would range in strength 
from 1,000 to 15,000 Army personnel each, 
The Army establishments at Newfound- 
land, Trinidad, and Bermuda will be the 
largest, he said. Of the total of $102,000,- 
000 involved in the contracts for the six 
bases, half is for Trinidad. 

The two bases for which contracts haye 
not yet been awarded are Jamaica and 
Bahamas. However, Judge Patterson 
pointed out that the preliminary survey 
and engineering work at those places is 
going ahead rapidly with a view to start- 
ing construction at an early date. 


Navy Board Reports 
Meantime, it was learned that the Navy 
Board, headed by Rear Adm. John W. 
Greenslade, USN, which had been making 
a comprehensive survey of Navy base 
needs, including the needs in the new 
bases acquired from Great Britain, has 
completed its work and its report is now 
in the hands of the Navy Department. It 
is understood, however, that this report 
will not be made public. 

Judge Patterson stated that the Army’s 
work on the bases is entirely separate 
from that of the Navy, the Army being 
concerned with barracks, fortifications, 
landing fields, etc., while the Navy is con- 
cerned with docks, dredging channels, and 
similar work. 

A special division has been set up in the 
oflice of the Chief of Engineers to handle 
the work at the Atlantic bases. This sec- 
tion is headed an Lt. Col. Joseph D, 
Arthur, jr., CE, USA. 

Army Contracts Let 

Funds for the initial contracts at the 
new bases were acquired, Judge Patter- 
son said, from the President’s special 
allotment. The Army will shortly go to 
Congress with requests for further money 
to carry the projects along. The contracts

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Nation Views Threats to United States Voiced in Hitler’s Speech 


with decisions of the gravest importance.” The Detroit News follows almost the 


Adolf Hitler’s threats to America in his latest speech to the German people are 
viewed largely with complacence by newspapers throughout this country. A typical 
view is that of the Spokane (Wash.) Spokesman-Review which remarks that “there 
is nothing sensational in Hitler’s address on the eighth anniversary of his accession 
to power in Germany.” The Fuehrer’s warning that “any ships either carrying or 
convoying supplies destined for Britain would be attacked by his submarines,” the 
paper points out, “merely stated that which it was assumed would happen to any 
ships attempting to run the German blockade to England.” 


The Tampa (Fla.) 7'ribune views Hitler’s speech as a “sugar-coated threat” and 
one that is “surprisingly mild,” leading to the conclusion that “Hitler does not desire 
to provoke trouble with this country.” It is, however, interpreted as a warning to 
Congress not to permit the President to provide convoys for ships to Britain, the 
Tribune suggests, but adds, “it is not believed that Hitler’s sugar-coated threat will 
have any marked effect in the Congressional consideration of the greater-power bill.” 
A mid-western view, that of the Topeka (Kans.) Journal is that the speech was in- 
tended to reassure Germany and at the same time “retard the rate at which the 
United States is moving in her support of England by persuading isolationists in this 
country that such support means war.” Undisturbed over the submarine threat, the 
Journal suggests that in Germany “dread rises lest victory again become merely the 
wisp of hay tied to the nose of the Teutonic horse, once more leading it over a road 
of hardships and sacrifice, ever just ahead but never attainable.” 


A somewhat more serious tone is adopted by the Hartford (Conn.) Courant, 
which takes the speech at its face value and says “the speech of Hitler makes plain 
that the distance ‘short of war’ has now shrunk to almost negligible proportions. 
For eight years, the people of the United States have listened to his utterances with 


dismay, with distaste and with disgust. 


His latest blast brings them face to face 


same line of reasoning, declaring: “Of course aid will be resisted with every power at 
Hitler’s command, and the current proportion of blandishments to threats in his 
address doubtless will be gauged by the current effectiveness of the aid given. The 
possibility that in time threats will give way to action also must be taken account of,” 

In the eyes of the San Francisco Chronicle the Hitler speech contains a significant 
warning to the United States that democracy was vanquished in Germany in a demo. 
cratic way and the same thing may happen in America if vigilance is relaxed, and 
concludes, “no excuses for the American democracy if it should betray itself.” Ap 
ndvantage to the United States in the speech is seen by the Cincinnati Enquirer, 
which declares that it “brought to a close the most recent of the periodic widespread 
efforts to get Great Britain to consent to a German victory in the guise of a nego. 
tiated peace.” This is a boon to America the Enc¢tirer avers: “All too few Americans 
appreciated fully the implications of the ‘negotiated peace’ campaign. Had success 
-which used certain American isolationists as its tools,—the re 
sultant danger to the United States would have been second only in magnitude to 
that which would ensue from a British defeat.” 

“Hitler’s spoken threats by this time cannot add greatly to the world’s fears,” says 
the New York Evening Post, “but his promises to the German people are so concen- 
trated upon 1941 that he faces himself the appalling major challenge of Now or Never.” 
That means, concludes this newspaper, that “today is the critical time—in America ag 
well as in Britain. It is time to rush every possible aid across the ocean, a time not 
only to avert catastrophe but to seize the great moment for winning. The time is now.” 

In the Brooklyn Eagle opinion is expressed that Hitler’s decision is “not to await 
the uncertainties of this country’s ultimate course of action. He will complete the 
task, if possible, before the American effort, regardless of the form it may take, can

Army Warrant Officers 
(Continued from First Page) 
bill would be to open up a field for ad- 
vancing younger enlisted men to the 
grade of warrant officer. At the present 
‘time he said the average age of warrant 
officers is 52 and many have had 30 years 
of service. The expansion program to fill 
the increase of 2,200 contemplated in the 
bill probably would be spread over a 
period of five years, he reported. Major 
Barber illustrated the position of war- 
rant officers in the Regular Army with a 
series of charts, and said there is a definite 
meed for more warrant officers to supple- 
ment commissioned officers. In reply to a 
question he said the Army is no longer 
using field clerks and none will be used if 
the additional warrant officers are ob- 
tained. 

Major Barber said the lack of sufficient 
warrant officers is becoming more appar- 
ent steadily as the Army expands, with 
the result that warrant officers now serv- 
ing are frequently overburdened with 
work and are unable to secure any equit- 
able reward in the way of advanced rank 
or additional pay. The proposed bill 
would remedy this situation both by pro- 
viding additional warrant officers, and by 
salary increases and the higher pay 
schedule for chief warrant officers who 
may be appointed to a number not ex- 
ceeding 40 percent of the total number of 
warrant officers in the Army. 

Another witness was A. R. Teta, band- 
master of the 43rd Division, Connecticut 
National Guard, and secretary of the 
American Bandmasters’ Association, who 
was presented by Representative J. Jos- 
eph Smith, Conn., a member of the com- 
mittee. Mr. Teta urged an amendment to 
the proposed bill to provide for promotion 
of warrant officer bandleaders to the 
grade of chief warrant officer without 
further examination after ten years’ ser- 
vice. 

Chairman Andrew J. May in opening the 
hearing on the measure reminded the 
committee that a similar bill had been 
introduced in the last session of Congress

Selective Service Hq. Says 
Sailors and Marines Needed 


Former men of the Navy or Marine 
Corps are not exempt from Selective Ser- 
vice because they are “needed in the Re- 
serves,” according to an official publica- 
tion this week from Selective Service 
headquarters, The statement is the first 
one to discuss the inequities of the Act 
whereby former enlisted men of the Army 
can obtain deferment from Selective Ser- 
vice, but former men of the Navy or Ma- 
rine Corps can not, 

The statement from headquarters is as 
follows: 

“Former service in the Navy or Marine 
Corp does not exempt a man from military 
training under the Selective Service Act. 

“Tlowever, Captain B. 8. Killmaster, Naval 
Advisor to National Headquarters, points out 
that a registrant who has served in the Navy 
or Marine Corps can enlist in the Naval Re- 
serve Corps or the Marine Corps Reserve up 
to the time he is called for one year’s training 
under the Selective Service Act. 

“The reason why men of former Navy or 
Marine Corps service were not given the same 
exemption provided in the Selective Service 
Act for men who have served three or more 
consecutive years in the Army, Captain Kill- 
master explains, is that these men are need- 
ed in the reserves. Voluntary enlistments only 
are depended on in the naval expansion pro- 
gram, and technical activities of the naval 
service require more than one year of basic 
training to produce a capable seaman, 

Need Names and Addresses 

“There are around 16,000 men who have 
completed enlistments in the Navy and Ma- 
rine Corps. The present addresses of many 
of these men are unknown, therefore it is 
desired that they enlist in the Naval and Ma- 
rine Corps Reserves so that the Navy and 
Marine Corps will have records of their ad- 
dresses and physical condition for use in an 
emergency, 

“An ex-service man who joins the Naval or 
Marine Reserves is not required to serve the 
12-month Selective Service training period, 
and he is subject to call in time of war just as 
he would be as a member of the Selective 
Service Reserve. 

“Previous service in the armed forces is a 
basis for deferment from the 12 months of 
Selective Service training only under certain 
conditions, as follows: 

“1, Any man who has served satisfactorily 
for at least 3 consecutive years in the Regular 
Army may request and obtain deferment of 
Selective Service training if he establishes to 
the satisfaction of his local board the fact that 
he has had the required service. 

Defer National Guard 

“2. Any man may be deferred at his own 
request if he proves to his local board that as 
a member of the active National Guard he sat- 
isfactorily served for at least 1 year in the 
active Federal service in the United States 
Army and subsequent thereto for at least 2 
consecutive years in the Regular Army or in 
the active National Guard. 

“3. A man may be deferred on the basis of 
6 consecutive years of satisfactory service in 
the active National Guard, provided he was 
in the National Guard on the day of Selective 
Service Registration. 

“4, A man may be deferred on the basis of 








6 consecutive years of satisfactory service in 
the Officers’ Reserve Corps, provided he was 
in the Reserve Corps and on the eligible list 
on the day of Selective Service Registration. 

“National Gaardsmen and former members 
of the Reserve Corps who claim deferment on 
the basis of 6 years of previous service must 
have been in those forces on Registration Day. 
Otherwise, such claims cannot be allowed un- 
dev the Selective Service Act.”

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Train Enlisted Men As Officers 


The War Department is preparing a di- 
rective which will guide the commanding 
generals of the four field armies in the 
selection of enlisted men and warrant of- 
ficers for the Officer Candidate Schools 
which will open 1 July. Selection of men 
for these schools will be entirely on a 
pasis of leadership qualities displayed, as 
provided by Mobilization Regulation 1-4; 
educational conditions are to be waived. 
Though Regulars, National Guardsmen 
and selective service trainees are all to 
be eligible for appointment to the schools, 
the first class of 500 to enter 1 July will 
be almost entirely from the Regular 
Army’s three-year men and warrant offi- 
ers. This is a result of the requirement 
that to be eligible for appointment, men 
must have had at least six months’ service 
at time of application, and for appoint- 
ment must have at least three months’ re- 
maining of their tour. ‘The Army probably 
will be ready to receive applications for 
the schools in April, at which time only 
the first two increments of National 
Guardsmen will have had the requisite 
six months’ service, while the first draf- 
tees to report will have had but five and 
one-half months’ service on 1 April. 

Men in any Arm or Service of the Army 
of the United States are eligible for ap- 
pointment, provided they have not 
reached their 36th birthday. Upon com- 
pletion of the three-months’ course, those 
who graduate will be commissioned in the 
Officers’ Reserve Corps. They must agree 
to serve one year on extended active duty 
in their commissioned status. 

When the schools open 1 July, 200 men 
will be trained at the Infantry School, Ft. 
Benning, Ga.; 125 at the Field Artillery 
School, Ft. Sill, Okla.; 125 at the Coast 
Artillery School, Ft. Monroe, Va., and 50 
men at the Cavalry School, Ft. Riley, 
Kan. The graduates, however, will not 
necessarily be commissioned in the Infan- 
try Reserve, Field Artillery Reserve, 
Coast Artillery Reserve or Cavalry Re- 
serve, respectively, but depending upon 
their qualifications and upon the needs of 
the Army, may be commissioned in any 
branch in which they are needed. The 
first course will be followed by others, it 
being the intention to hold four of the 
three-month classes. 





Defense of the Philippines 

With the importance of the Philippine 
Islands in national defense becoming 
more apparent daily, the Hlouse Com- 
mittee on Naval Affairs is expected to re- 
port in the near future on H. R. 2107 
authorizing the sale of equipment and 
supplies to the Philippines. The bill was 

considered by the committee several weeks 
ago and was ordered drafted. 

It is reported that the measure, as re- 
written, will contain a provision for the 
transfer and lease of defense weapons as 
well as the sale of such articles, and will 
authorize the performance of technical 
work by the Navy Department for the 
Philippine government. 

The importance of the Philippines was 
Stressed by Undersecretary of War Rob- 
ert P. Patterson in a speech at the annual 
Wallow of the Military Order of the Cara- 
bao last Saturday when he declared : “The 
Philippines today possess a strategical im- 
portance that was undreamed of in what 
you gentlemen refer to... as the days of 
the Empire.” He added that “only a week 
480 an increase in the number of Philip- 
bine Scouts to 12,000 was authorized, and 
it will not be difficult to recruit this total, 
representing though it does the virtual 
doubling of the present force. The Philip- 
bine Constabulary continues in that high 
state of efficiency which we have so long 
been accustomed to associate with it. 
Well-trained, seasoned, it is a force to be 
proud of,” 

Representative George J. Bates, Mass., 
‘minority member of the committee, said

Guardsmen Arrive at Ft. Bragg 

Ft. Bragg, N. C.—The 950 National 
Guardsmen of the 178th Field Artillery 
who arrived 7 Feb. from their home sta- 
tions in South Carolina are being housed 
in barracks completed only a few days 
ago. Col. Vernon T. Anderson of Lyman, 
S. C., commands the 178th Field Artillery 
which is a relatively new organization, 
having only been organized 31 March 1939 
from personnel who had served with the 
Infantry, Artillery and Engineers prior to 
that date. The regiment is motorized and 
equipped with 155 mm. howitzers. 

Another National Guard outfit arriving 
at Ft. Bragg is the 112th Field Artillery, 
New Jersey National Guard which came 
in 8 Feb. The 112th Field Artillery, com- 
manded by Lt. Col. Alfred H. Aldridge, 
is equipped with 75 mm. horse-drawn 
guns and has 67 officers, 736 enlisted men 
and 233 horses. 

Monday, 10 Feb. 1941, the 134th Medi- 
cal Regiment, New York National Guard 
arrived. The 34th Medical Regiment has 
$1 officers and 419 enlisted men and the 
New York medicos are the last Guard 
unit scheduled to be sent to Ft. Bragg for 
training.

Rental Allowance for Officers 

The War Department this week issued 
additional instructions governing the 
payment of rental allowance to officers 
with no dependents. 

“This matter,” the Department stated, “has 
been the subject of numerous decisions by 
the Comptroller General and the Court of 
Claims, but the basic principles involved are 
summarized in the decision of the Court of 
Claims in the case of Carter v. United States 
(79 Ct. Cls. 166) in which the Court held: 
‘Where an officer occupied quarters regularly 
assigned him by his commanding officer, and 
incurred no expense for additional quarters, 
he is not entitled to rental allowance for ad- 
ditional quarters, even though the quarters 
occupied were inadequate; * * * Reimburse 
ment is primarily what the law contemplates 
in commutation of quarters; and where no 
expense has been incurred by an officer for 
additional quarters, he is not entitled to an 
allowance therefor.’ 

“When an officer with no dependents is as- 
signed inadequate quarters and occupies them 
on a full time basis, the officer is not entitled 
to a rental allowance regardless of whether 
he maintains additional quarters elsewhere 
at his own expense which he can not or does 
not occupy. 

“The War Department considers that such 
an officer is entitled to a rental allowance 
when he is assigned inadequate quarters, does 
not accept them voluntarily, does not occupy 
them on a full time basis, and maintains and 
occupies additional quarters at his own ex- 





pense, 

“Bachelor officers claiming rental allowance 
under the conditions outlined in the preced- 
ing paragraph will file with each pay voucher 
a certificate in duplicate in the following 
form: ‘I certify that the inadequate quarters 
assigned me were not accepted voluntarily; 
that I did not occupy them on a full time 
basis; and that I maintained and occupied 
additional quarters at my own expense at 
wTTTTT TT Cre eT during the month of

time in the certificates appearing on lines 
(12) and (19), W. D. Form No, 336 (Pay and 
Allowance Account), but to avoid possible 
disallowances by the General Accounting 
Office in disbursing officers’ accounts com- 
manding officers should assure themselves, 
before certifying such vouchers, that the pay- 
ments are justified.”

New Asst. Sec. of Navy 


The nomination of Ralph A, Bard, of 
Chicago, ILL, to be assistant secretary of 
the Navy was sent to the Senate yester- 
day by President Roosevelt. Mr. Bard 
will succeed Lewis Compton, of New Jer 
sey, Who resigned 10 Jan, 

Announcement of Mr, Compton's resig 
nition came as a surprise, though rumors 
that Mr. Compton had resigned or was 
about to resign, have been current in re 
cent weeks, Mr, Compton has been ill in 
the Washington Naval Hospital ever 
since his return from an inspection trip 
of West Coast facilities just before 
Christmas. The White House said that 
announcement of his reesignation had 
been withheld because of his illness, but 
that Mr. Compton now expects to leave 
the hospital within a few days, 

The new assistant secretary was born 
in Cleveland, O., 20 July 1884. He is a 
graduate of Princeton University. He has 
been connecteed with several investment 
banking houses and became president of 
Ralph A. Bard and Company, which was 
later reorganized as Bard and Company, 
in Chicago, From 1028 to 1022 he was 
president of the Chicago Investors Cor- 
poration. He is a director of the Ameri- 
can Shipbuilding Company, of Libbey- 
Owens-lord Glass Company, and is presi- 
dent of the Wahl Eversharp Ven Com- 
pany. He is a Republican and a Presby- 
terian. Mr. Bard married Miss Mary 
Hancock Spear, of Chicago, in 1907, They 
have two sons and one daughter. 

The early appointment of an Assistant 
Secretary of the Navy for Aeronautics is 
seen in the inclusion of an appropriation 
of $10,000 for the salary of such an offi- 
cial in supplemental estimates of appro- 
priations for the Navy Department for 
the present fiscal year sent to Congress 
this week by the President. 

Statutory authority for an Assistant 
Secretary for Aeronautics already exists 
but none has been appointed during the 
past eight years, although tremendous 
sums have been appropriated for expan- 
sion of the Naval aircraft program, A 
similar situation exists in the War De- 
partment and the Undersecretary Robert 
P. Patterson recently intimated in a press 
conference that consideration is being 
given to filling that post. In the case of 
the War Department, vacancies exist for 
the regular assistant secretary as well as 
the assistant secretary for air.

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Federal Income Tax 

Concerning the return of information 
as to payments of $800 or more to military 
and civil personnel of the Army and the 
War Department, Paragraph 3, Section I, 
Circular No, 150, War Department, 1940, 
has been rescinded and the following sub- 
stituted therefor: 

“3. For the purpose of these reports, wages, 
salaries, or other compensation will include 
gross amount earned as base and longevity 
pay, flying pay, and all other additions to 
pay, including reenlistment allowance. How- 
ever, rental or subsistence allowances re- 
ceived by or credited to officers; subsistence 
and quarters allowances; commuted rations 
received by or credited to enlisted men; 
credits of exchange relief under the provi- 
sions of the act of 26 March 1934 (48 Stat. 466), 
as amended; accumulated clothing allowance 
paid to enlisted men on discharge; deposits 
repaid on discharge and mileage, per diem, 
or other forms of travel allowances and other 
reimbursements of like character will not be 
included, In the case of retired enlisted men, 
the total compensation paid them, including 
retirement pay and allowances, will be re- 
ported, 

“Note.—The items which are required to 
be included in these reports: are not neces- 
sarily the only items which individual tax- 
payers should include as income in their in- 
come tax returns, for example, mileage 
allowances and per diem (with exemption 
claimed for actual expenses), and also reim- 
bursement for transportation of dependents, 
should be reported by the taxpayers as in- 
come, although such items are not required 
in the reports of disbursing officers on 
Treasury Department Form 1009 (see par. 
6).”

Army Day 


The War Department is informing all 
commanding officers as follows: 

“1, Army Day will be celebrated 6 April 
1941. This celebration, sponsored by the Mili- 
tary Order of the World War, will be con- 
ducted under civilian auspices. 

“2. The Secretary of War desires that this 
year’s observance of Army Day be given the 
cordial and enthusiastic support of the Army. 
Accordingly, you are authorized to cooperate 
in every appropriate way with civilian com- 
mittees and patriotic organizations in order 
to insure that the various local celebrations 
will be successful. Such cooperation might 
appropriatety take the form of reviews, open 
house celebrations, ground exhibits, or other 
features designed to acquaint the public with 
the Army and its professional attainments. 

“3. Participation of Army aircraft in this 
celebration will be limited to local flights over 
Army air fields and in accordance with letter 
from this office of 22 Oct. 1940, file AG 381 
National Defense (10-18-40) M-AC-M, Subject:

“4. When practicable a general invitation 
should be extended to the public to visit mili- 
tary posts on Army Day and special arrange- 
ments should be made to provide for the 
comfort of the visitors.”

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Hearings on Navy Bills 

Representative Carl W. Vinson, chair- 
man of the House Committee on Naval 
Affairs, reports that his committee will 
resume hearings on proposed Navy legis- 
lation in the next few days. Among the 
Bills to be considered he said, is H. R. 
2109 providing for the appointment of 
commissioned warrant and warrant offi- 
cers and enlisted men on the active list 
of the Regular Navy and Marine Corps, 
enlisted men on the retired list of the 
Navy and Marine Corps, and enlisted men 
of the Fleet Reserve as commissioned or 
warrant officers in the Naval Reserve, 
under which they may be required to 
serve only in time of war or during an 
emergency. A hearing was held on this 
bill about one month ago but the report 
has been held up, Representative Vinson 
said, to permit the committee “to re- 
study the subject matter.” 

Questioned about reports that all per- 
sonnel legis'ation is to be held up at the 
request of the President, Representative 
Vinson said “there is nothing to that re- 
port at all” and said hearings will be held 
on these bills as well as the others that 
do not involve personnel, Some members 
of the committee had stated that the 
President is believed to have asked a de- 
lay in consideration of all personnel bills 
for fear an amendment may be attached 
that would specifically prohibit the send- 
ing of American troops to Europe. 


Marine Corps Appointments 

The Senate on 13 Feb, confirmed nomi- 
nations of 71 of the 77 naval aviators of 
the Marine Corps Reserve recently se- 
lected for appointment in the Regular 
Marine Corps in accordance with the pro- 
visions of the Naval Aviation Personnel 
Act of 1940. The selections were made 
by a board headed by Col. Joseph C, 
Fegan, USMC, and were listed in the 
ARMY AND Navy JouRNAL on 14 Dec. The 
appointments are subject to qualification 
by the applicants, inasmuch as the nomi- 
nations were sent to the Senate before all 
of the Reserve officers had qualified for 
appointment. 
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Naval Appropriations 


Supplemental estimates of appropria- 
tions for the Navy Department totaling 
$683,494,832, plus contract authoriza- 
tions totaling $154.055.000 to make a 
grand total of $837,549.832, were sent to 
Congress this week by the President. The 
contract authorizations embrace authori- 
zations previously provided in Acts of 
Congress of 14 June 1940. 19 July 1940 
and 81 Jan. 1941. The estimates cover a 
wide range of Naval operations including 
ship construction, yards and docks, pay 
and allowances, aviation. alteration and 
replacement of naval vessels and civil 
police. 

In the estimates for pay and subsis- 
tence, the President’s communication 
contains a provision “that service of en- 
listed men of the Navy with fleet aircraft 
only shall be considered the equivalent of 
service aboard a vessel of the Navy in 
full commission for appointment as mid- 
shipmen.” Also included is a provision 
that the number of enlisted men who may 
be detailed to duty in officers’ quarters on 
shore is increased to 100 and “the limita- 
tion on the amount which may be naid 
to officers of the Regular Navy for mak- 
ing aerial flights is increased to $2,075,- 
845,” 

The public works projects, which make 
up the largest item in the estimates, in- 
clude construction of facilities at several 
bases heing established on British posses- 
sions in the Western Hemisphere made 
available in the deal last year wherebv 50 
overage destroyers were transferred to 
treat Britain. These include air stations 
at Trinidad, Newfoundland and Ber- 
muda. A naval station at Guam in the 
Pacific, previously rejected by Congress, 
and naval facilities at other Pacifie is- 
lands including Tutuila, Samoa; Midway 
Island and Wake Island, also are pro- 
vided for in the estimates. 

Estimates for Navy aviation total $96,- 
882,300 plus authorization to contract for 
not to exceed $15,000,000 for airplanes 
and a like amount for plant facilities. An 
estimate of $100,000,000 is included for 
replacement of naval vessels in addition 
to authorization to ineur obligations for 
tools, facilities and equipment for build- 
ing or equipping any complete naval ves- 
sel or part of any naval vessel to the ex- 
tent of previous authorizations. The un- 
expended balance in the emergency fund 
of the 1941 Naval Appropriations Act and 
all outstanding obligations against that 
appropriation for rental, construction, or 
acquisition and conversion of vessels are 
transferred to the replacement appro- 
priation to be available for the acquisi- 
tion and conversion or construction of 
130 vessels already acquired or planend 
for acquisition. 

Other estimates include $102,000,000 
for armor, armament and ammunition, 
plus authorization to ineur obligations 
for tools, equipment and facilities previ- 
ously authorized and authorization to 
transfer $15,000,000 to the War Depart- 
ment for manufacture of smokeless 
powder; $10,000.000 for alterations to 
naval vessels plus authorization to con- 
tract for an additional $58,000,000 ; $47.- 
825.000 for maintenance of the Bureau 
of Ships plus authority to contract for 
an additional $49,355,000 ; $48,883,012 for 
Navy pay, subsistence and transporta- 
tion; $10,621,050 for Marine Corps gen- 
eral expenses; $8.241,559 for Marine 
Corps pay; $7,000,000 for clothing and 
small stores; $2.600,000 for maintenance 
of the Bureau of Supplies and Accounts ; 
$2,590,000 for maintenance of the Bureau 
of Yards and Docks; $12,000,000 for the 
Navy emergency fund, and $169.415,000 
for public works embracing the following 
projects:

No Ships to Spare: SecNav 

The Navy can spare no more ships for 
release to Great Britain, Secretary of the 
Navy Knox reiterated this week, in re- 
sponse to a statement by Mr. Wendell 
Willkie, recently returned from England, 
that Britain should be furnished with an 
additional 10 destroyers each month. 

“My position as Secretary of the Navy,” 
Colonel Knox said simply, “is against de- 
pletion of our fleet any further.” Fur- 
thermore, the Secretary pointed out, “No 
requests from Great Britain for vessels 
are pending.” 

Rumors persist, however, that plans 
are afoot to trade American destroyers 
for British capital ships, despite the vehe- 
ment denial that a deal had been con- 
sidered to trade 20 destroyers for the 
British battleship George V which bore 
Ambassador Lord Halifax to the United 
States. Foundation for the rumors is the 
fact that Britain now is in need of de- 
stroyers and light cruisers which are be 
lieved to be more useful to the English 
Navy at this time than battleships, 
coupled with the fact that many naval 
experts agree that the United States 
would do well to get more capital ships 
to replace its lighter craft, particularly 
since the latter can be replaced more 
quickly than battleships can be built. 

Colonel Knox made it clear that his 
statement that no additional vessels 
could be spared in the interests of main- 
taining a well-rounded fleet applied not 
only to destroyers but to other types of 
combatant vessels, 
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“We must frankly accept the fact ... that we and all the nations of the world will 
be involved, for all future time, in small or great controversies and frictions.”— 
Hersert Hoover.

AS WAS TO HAVE BEEN EXPECTED, the great preponderance of the Press 
has announced compliance with the request of Secretary Knox to refrain from pub- 
lishing information on naval matters that might be of value to the aggressor nations. 
As an ex-Publisher, and therefore an expert in newspaper mechanics, an outstanding 
reporter and editor of his time, and a publicist who has demonstrated his capacity to 
deal with public psychology, Colonel Knox has thorough knowledge of the problems 
of the newspaper, the magazine and the radio, and their responsibility to their read- 
ers and listeners, He appreciates, too, that American publishers, save the few of 
ideological connection, are profoundly patriotic, and that they will cooperate with the 
Government in National Defense no matter how great the sacrifice to their private 
interests. The Secretary holds that the censorship which prevails in the Totalitarian 
Nations is abhorrent to our way of life. Its regimentation of thought, its coloring of 
facts and developments in administration interest, and its suppression of criticism, 
are so opposed to the American doctrine of freedom of speech and of the press, that 
under no circumstances would he favor its imposition in the European form upon our 
country. Therefore, in the perilous times through which the Nation is moving, Mr. 
Knox has pursued the wise course of turning to his fellow craftsmen, and has asked 
them to use their own blue pencils in deleting from their columns and scripts, items 
about movements of ships, and planes, and other facts which might be helpful to pos- 
sible enemies. This does not mean that the Navy is not to be the subject of criticism. An 
alert Press not only during emergencies but during actual war, has proved of enormous 
value in compelling Government to activities and changes of policy which have im- 
proved the conduct of operations. It was the exposure by Lord Northcliffe of the 
shortage of munitions in England during the first World War, that stimulated pro- 
duction through the concentration of industry under a Ministry of Munitions. So 
what the Secretary has sought is not a subservient Press and Radio, not a controlled 
Press and Radio, but independent organs which by their own decision, will help the 
Navy to preserve its secrets. We have no doubt the Press will treat the Army with 
the same consideration when requested to do so by Secretary Stimson. It is gratify- 
ing to know from the cordial responses received by Colonel Knox, that the communi- 
cations of the country will be handled by its citizens in a way that will promote 
our security at home and our vital interests throughout the world. 


THERE APPEARED IN OUR LAST week’s issue an absorbing article on 
the enlarged and responsible activities of the Corps Areas. It explained, if explana- 
tion were needed, why General Marshall in his wisdom, divorced the Tactical Com- 
mands from them, and thereby applied the traditional principles upon which efficiency 
of the forces in the field is based. Because the Corps Areas are the reception, housing, 
clothing and feeding stations of the Armies being created, because of the innumerable 
problems which arise in connection with this service of supply, and because morale 
must be developed and civic cooperation established and maintained, there is need 
of flexibility of the military mind, as the article pointed out, and, happily, it is being 
shown to national advantage. It is of common knowledge that the efficiency of a com- 
mand or a business is determined largely by the man at the top, and to him 
goes the credit for its presence, or blame for its absence. It also is axiomatic that 
rank should go with responsibility. Yet in the case of the Corps Areas, we find seven 
of their nine commanders ranking as Brigadier Generals, when the importance of 
their duties and their contacts with fellow officers call for the higher grade of Major 
General. It is known that Secretary Stimson and General Marshall feel that an extra 
star is not only deserved but essential for the best results in the Corps Areas. We 
have no. doubt their view will prevail with the President once he has the time in the 
course of his multitudinous duties to give it consideration. In the interest of greater 
morale, it is to be hoped he will act in this matter promptly.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Foreign Affairs—The diplomatic initiative which Britain is displaying particularly 
in the Balkans, is attributable to a number of factors, outstanding among which are 
the victories she has won in Africa and Greece, and the prospective passage of the 
Lend-Lease bill. With Italy suffering a succession of military and naval defeats, 
which are having demoralizing effect at home, she no longer is the powerful factor 
in the view of the Balkan States that she seemed prior to the trial by battle. To them 
she has ceased to be an equal partner in the Axis, and has become an appendage of 
Germany, to be bolstered up and used by the latter in the common interest, The 
character of that use is demonstrated by the visit of General Franco to Rome. Evi- 
dently Mussolini appealed to the head of Spain to come to his Capital for the effect it 
would have upon his people, as well as those of his Balkan neighbors, and Franco 
probably responded because of the great help Il Duce rendered to him during the 
revolution in the Iberian Nation. It will not be known for some time whether Franco 
will join the Axis in the war. His friendly attitude towards Italy and Germany has 
been manifest, and, in fact, has been impelled by the presence of a large number 
of Fifth Columnists amongst his population and a strong German Army on his 
frontier. But on the other hand, Spain lacks food, and recently the British have 
agreed to relax the blockade so as to permit American and Argentine wheat importa- 
tions. Spain is impressed, as are the Balkan countries with Britain’s dominance of 
the Mediterranean, no more clearly shown than by the bombardment of Genoa, and 
by the invaluable naval support given to Wavell’s Army in its advance through Libya 
and on towards Tripoli. 

But besides this British demonstration of strength, and all that it implies to the 
nations of the Middle Sea, there has come into the picture they see, the United States, 
bound to Britain by the President, and now by its Congress, which within two weeks, 
will pass the far-reaching Lend-Lease bill. It is not surprising to them, therefore, that 
the encouraged Churchill Ministry has broken relations with Roumania, and has 
notified Bulgaria of the consequences of permitting the passage of German troops 
through her territory. It is not surprising because they know that under the terms 
of the bill, the President will be empowered to procure any commodity or any other 
defence article in any nation necessary to the defense of the United States, which 
means that if they wish to share in American largesse, they must resist German efforts 
to use them. To refer again to Bulgaria, she realizes that in order to bomb the oil 
fields of Roumania, which are now a British military objective, planes, based on 
Greece, must pass over her territory, or if based on carriers, over Turkey. As neutrals, 
those countries must fire upon such planes. But because of the alliance with Britain, 
the Turkish aim is not apt to be too accurate, and if Bulgaria prove to be sympathetic 
doubtless her gunners also will develop range errors. However, the latter is disposed 
to go along with the Axis, and few believe she will long resist its overtures. In such 
case, her air fields and roads will be bombed as will those of Roumania. Russian 
knowledge that Britain has no territorial designs upon the Balkans doubtless is re- 
sponsible for the notice served by Stalin that Bulgaria must paddle her own canoe. 
However, Slav interests would not permit acquiescence in anything like a perma- 
nent German occupation of this region. It is of easy inference that Hitler has care- 
fully explained his plans to the Soviet Dictator, else there would not be the com- 
placeney at Moscow that has been shown since German troops started to march into 
Roumania. Working zealously to offset Britain and the United States in the Balkans 
are the German as well as Italian diplomats. Yugo-Slav officials are in Berlin, but it 
may be expected they will show great reluctance in the matter of accepting any 
proposal to join the Axis. Italian defeats in Albania are too impressive to be dis- 
regarded by the Yugo-Slavian people. 

At a press conference this week, the President said he did not think the United 
States would become involved in war in the Far East, and that if we did we would not 
be hampered in the dispatch of aid to Britain. He warned against speculation as to 
why this aid would not be reduced in such a contingency, but the way he laughed off a 
question as to the readiness of the United States Fleet left the impression that with it 
in a strategic position and with the operations which would be conducted, there would 
be no necessity for curtailing shipments to England. The press conference occurred at 
the moment of the arrival of Admiral Nomura, the new Japanese Ambassador, at 
Washington. The President spoke of him as an old, personal friend, but it was noted 
that he did not go to meet him as he had gone to meet Lord Halifax, the British Am- 
bassador when he arrived in Chesapeake Bay. Greeting the Admiral at the Union 
Station were the usual representatives of the State Department, and the diplomatic 
agents of the Axis Powers. 

That Nomura is bringing proposals to Washington which the Japanese Govern- 
ment hopes will compose its relations with the United States, has been insistently re- 
ported from Tokyo. That these proposals will not be sufficiently comprehensive to be 
acceptable to the President, is generally anticipated. It is apparent from the activity 
of Japan in Indo-China and in supporting the aggression of Thai (Siam), that she is 
determined to achieve her dominance of all of Eastern Asia, and even to reach beyond 
Singapore to the Dutch East Indies. That the British authorities in the Far Hast 
are gravely concerned as to Japan’s intentions is shown by the placement of strong 
forces in northern Malaya on the border of Thai. The Japanese Army fully under- 
stands that this action constitutes a warning against its establishment of bases either 
in southern Indo-China or Thai. The British High Commissioner is outspoken in pre- 
dicting an early spread of the war to the British Asian and oceanic dominions. 

So in the Far East as in Europe, the dawning spring is witnessing maneuvers 
which are preparatory to action. These maneuvers closely affeet the peace of the 
United States. It is in the light of this fact that they must be watched. 











New Ship Assignments—Only the above-average men of the Navy are desired for 
new vessels going into commission—men whom the commanding officer recommend- 
ing would like to have with him if he were to be ordered to command a new ship— 
the Bureau of Navigation stated this week. It is further desired that the personnel 
of a new ship be permanent during the first year she is operating with the fleet. 
Therefore, all ratings will be required to serve 12 months from date of commis- 
sioning before becoming eligible for other assignment. Services of men who have 
been through the building and fitting-out period are especially desired. 

Enlisted personnel for new ships will be obtained in the following order: First, 
discharged men who request such assignment from the Bureau of Navigation prior 
to reenlistment; second, men completing shore or recruiting duty; third, men on 





general detail; fourth, men completing Naval Transportation Service duty, and, fifth, 
balance from the Forces afloat. Records must be well above average, and men must 
obligate themselves to serve at least two years in the Navy. Individual requests for 
assignment are desired only from men whose enlistments are expiring and men who 
are completing shore or Naval Transportation Service tours. Requests should be 
for assignment to a type of vessel rather than to a particular vessel. 


Regular Army Officers—Of considerable interest to Army officers of all grades is 
the question of additional temporary promotions en bloc. Amendment of the Na. 
tional Defense Act by the Act of 9 Sept. 1940 permitted temporary appointments 
in higher grades as became necessary in the expanded Army. As of that date, al] 
second lieutenants with one year’s service were advanced to first lieutenants, and 
all first lieutenants were given temporary appointments as captains. Until last 
week, except for these mass promotions of 9 Sept. temporary promotions under the 
act went to individuals—to colonels or lieutenant colonels advanced to general officer 
rank, to some military attaches, to certain Quartermaster constructors and to certain 
officers in similar key positions. The only exception to this policy was the temporary 
promotion of senior lieutenant colonels in numbers sufficient to fill vacancies in the 
grade of colonel caused by temporary advancement of officers of the latter grade 
to general officer rank. Last week came the promotion to major of all captains with 
12 years’ service of excellent record. The Chief of Staff has stated that this proce- 
dure will be continued for captains, in order that Regular Army captains will be 
on an equality with Reserve captains, who are eligible for promotion after 12 years’ 
service. 

Whether temporary appointments will be given to second lieutenants who have 
completed a year’s service since 9 Sept., or to officers who have entered the perma- 
nent grade of first lieutenant since that date depends upon the needs of the service 
at the time. As the Army approaches its strengh of 1,400,000 men with the open- 
ing of the replacement centers, it is quite likely that another group of temporary 
promotions among officers in the company grades will be made. 


In addition to the 100 Thomason Act trainees who will be given permanent 
commissions in the Regular Army after 1 July, an equal number of Regular Army 
commissions will be offered to Reservists and National Guard oflicers this coming 
fall. Eligible for the commissions are all Reserve Officers who have completed six 
months’ active service and all National Guard officers who have completed a like 
period of Federal service, provided they are between the ages of 21 and 30 years, 
are unmarried and are physically qualified. A preliminary examination will be held 
about 1 July, with the final examination scheduled for 1 Sept. The 100 successful 
competitors probably will be tendered commissions in October or November. 


Naval Radio—The United States Naval Reserve Radio School at Noroton Heights, 
Conn., which was placed in commission 28 Oct., is moving full speed ahead in the 
training of nearly 600 Radiomen. The school is under the direction of the Com- 
mandant of the Third Naval District and is an activity of the Naval Reserve Divi- 
sion of that District, of which Capt. P. P. Blackburn, USN-Ret., is director. The 
school is commanded by Capt. William Baggaley, USN-Ret. It will graduate its 
first class early in March and another class of approximately the same size will be 
enrolled immediately thereafter for sixteen weeks of intensive training. 

The school, occupying the buildings and grounds of the former Old Soldiers’ 
Home, is the largest of seven established last fall to supply the urgent need for 
radio operators in the expansion program of the Naval Reserve. It is the only one 
of its kind on the east coast except for one at Charleston, 8. C. 


Ordnance Department—The 80th Ordnance Company (Depot), (less detachment of 
approximately 2 officers and 55 enlisted men) will be transferred from Benicia Ar- 
senal, Benicia, Calif., to Ft. Ord, Calif., for permanent change of station. The detach- 
ment of the 80th Ordnance Company (Depot), consisting of approximately 2 officers 
and 55 enlisted men, will be transferred from Benicia Arsenal to Ft. Lewis, Wash., 
for permanent change of station. Movement of these two units will be made at such 
time as prescribed by the Commanding General, Fourth Army. 

Between now and 1 July 1941 all Ordnance Training Schools will be filled at the 
Aberdeen Training Center where the principal activity is training cadres, training 
instructors, and activating units for the field as soon as possible. After 1 July the 
school will resume training courses for personnel selected by the commanding officer 
of the school, and from the First, Second, Fourth and Eighth Corps Areas which will 
be permitted to send in students on quotas already allotted. 

Courses for officers will include a two-month course in antiaircraft fire control 
and one month courses in general refresher course, ammunition and automotive, depot 
supply and artillery, mess management and small arms, and aviation ordnance. For 
non-commissioned officers and non-commissioned officer material a two-month course 
in antiaircraft fire control is provided, along with three-month courses in depot and 
supply, maintenance, and ammunition. Courses for enlisted specialists, all three 
month courses, include armorer course, artillery, automotive, carpenter, clerk, cook 
(including mess sergeant), fire control instrument repair, munitions worker, welder, 
and machinist.

In the three month courses, excepting machinist, new students will be admitted 
each month. 

After the school resumes normal routine after 1 July it will be prepared to train 
30 officers for each army per month; 26 non-commissioned officers and material per 
army per month, and 45 enlisted specialists for each army per month. The normal 
operating level will be 140 officers and 1,600 non-commissioned officers and enlisted 
specialists. 


Armored Force—A four-piece khaki winter combat suit of trousers, blouse, jacket 
and helmet, all made of cotton cloth lined with 20 ounce wool and specially treated 1 
repel wind and water, has been adopted for the Armored Force. The suit will be 
worn by both officers and enlisted men of the Force. Manufacture of the first allot 
ment of 30,000 already has started at the Philadelphia Quartermaster Depot.

(hemical Warfare Service—The chemical battalion (motorized) has been reor- 
ganized under new tables of organization providing a unit of 31 officers and 938 en- 
listed men, exclusive of attached medical. The normal operating unit for attachment 
to divisions, the battalion will have the fire power of ninety-six 4.2-inch mortars. The 
pattalion consists of a headquarters company and four weapons companies. The 
neadquarters company contains a battalion staff section of six enlisted men; a com- 
munications section of one officer and 26 men; a motor maintenance section of one 
officer and 12 men, and an ammunition train of one officer and 66 men. The train, in 
turn, has a headquarters of one officer and two men, and four sections of 16 men each, 
maintaining four 144-ton trucks and four 1-ton trailers, carrying 600 rounds of am- 
munition—a total of 2,400 rounds to be carried by the train. 

Each weapons company is composed of a headquarters and two platoons, each 
platoon having a headquarters and two sections of three squads each. This mortar 
squad, the basic fire unit, has two 4.2-inch mortars, manned by a corporal and eight 
men. Thus there are in the section six mortars, manned by 33 men, including over- 
head. The platoon has assigned to it two officers and 81 men, including reconnaissance, 
communications, meterological and ammunition-supply personnel. The company has 
a total of six officers and 202 men, those not attached to the two platoons including 
the commander, his executive, and supply, messing, clerical and other administrative 
personnel. Within the company for its 24 mortars are carried 240 rounds of ammuni- 
tion, a total of 960 rounds for the four companies, or, including the 2,400 rounds 
transported by the ammunition train, 3,360 rounds for the battalion. 

Should it be necessary to employ the weapons company in support of a rapid 
advance, it may quickly be reorganized into a six-mortar organization (three mortars 
for each platoon), the remaining 18 mortars being sent to the rear, and the 18 am- 
munition carts being made available to carry into action 180 rounds, or 30 rounds per 
mortar. Under average wind conditions, three mortars in a chemical platoon can 
screen a front of 600 to 800 yards—normal action frontage of an infantry battalion. 
Thirty rounds are sufficient under normal conditions to maintain a screen of this 
width for approximately 12 minutes. 


Army Industrial College—Col. Leonard P. Ayres, Spec.-Res., coordinator of statistics 
for the War Department, will lecture on “Statistics in the National Defense” next 
Monday, 17 Feb, at 10 a.m. On Tuesday the class will spend the entire day in Balti- 
more inspecting the Glenn L. Martin Airplane factory and the Chevrolet Motor 
Company plant. This is a part of the program at the college which calls for class 
members visiting industrial organizations working on national defense projects 
This week the Navy group visited the gun factory at the Washington Navy Yard. 
lecturers this week included Brig. Gen. Frank E. Scowden, Deputy, The Quarter- 
master General, who discussed the Quartermaster Corp yesterday morning; Maj. 
Gen. H. H. Arnold, AC, Deputy Chief of Staff, who spoke on the Air Corps Thursday, 
13 Feb., and Maj. Gen. Charles M. Wesson, Chief of Ordnance, who lectured Tues- 
day, 10 Feb. on the Ordnance Department. 


Air Corps—The new Air Corps supply building at the Albrook Field Depot, Panama 
Coast Department being erected by the Constructing Quartermaster and McKee 
Construction Co., is rapidly approaching the point when work will begin on its in- 
terior. Covering almost 160,000 square feet of floor space, this structural steel sup- 
ported roof will spread over the most complete storage facilities yet devised and 
erected on the Isthmus. Over 1000 tons of steel are to be erected and held together 
by over 200,000 rivets. The building’s dimensions are 841 feet long by 182 feet wide 
and the contract price amounts to $657,225. Designed and planned by the architec- 
tural staff of the Construction Division of the Quartermaster General’s Office in 
Washington, D. C., the final blueprints were completed early in March, 1940. The 
interior arrangements are designed with the most modern equipment and incorporate 
the most advanced architectural and efficiency ideas. A cafeteria and kitchen capable 
of feeding over 450 people, film vaults, recreation room, offices, tailor shop, storage 
roms for clothing and rubber goods and air-conditioning chambers are part of 
the layout. There is also included a loading platform and a railroad spur brought 
directly alongside of this huge depot. 

The B-17D “Flying Fortress” is undergoing tests by the Army Air Corps. The 
B-17D is an improved model of the B-17 series heavy bombers. This newest of “Flying 
Fortresses” is equipped with cowl flaps, armor plate, and leak-proof fuel tanks. It is 
powered by four 1,200-horsepower engines, has a speed well in excess of 300 miles 
per hour, and a gross weight of 39,287 pounds. It has a wing span of 103 feet and is 
6i feet long. Provisions are made for a crew of from 7 to 9 men, including a com- 
manding officer, pilot, co-pilot, navigator, bombardier, radio operator, and gunners, 

Concerned as to what information regarding British aircraft orders was publish- 
able, the Consolidated Aircraft Corporation recently asked British authorities what 
material should be avoided in their publicity releases. The British reply was of 
gmeral interest, stating as follows: “1. We are very anxious to avoid mention in 
the press of our terminal points on the East Coast, and also all reference to the 
routes by which the aircraft will be flown to final destination. 2. If possible, we 
would like to keep leading particulars, such as range, bomb load, and armament, out 
of the papers. This, as you will realize, might be of considerable interest to a 
hostile nation. We are fully aware of the difficulties with which you are faced in 
censoring information for publication.” 


Cavalry—The First Cavalry Division is now concentrated at Ft. Bliss. The 5th 
and 12th Cavalry have arrived there from their former stations at Forts Clark, Brown 
ind Ringgold, and the 8th Engineer Squadron has come up the Rio Grande from Ft. 
McIntosh. Brig. Gen. Innis P. Swift has been acting commander of Ft. Bliss and the 
First Cavalry Division since the departure of Maj. Gen. Robert C. Richardson, jr., 
who has been transferred to Washington, D. C., to head the newly created Bureau 
of Public Relations.

Pinanee Department—<As finance personnel attached to the National Guard divi- 
sions inducted into federal service gain experience in their duties, they will be per- 
mitted to assume control of divisional disbursements, the Finance Department stated 
this week. Three of the first National Guard divisions inducted into service have 
tlteady set up divisional finance offices apart from the finance offices at the posts at 
Which the divisions are stationed. The divisions with independent finance offices 
ite the 41st at Ft. Lewis, Wash. ; the 44th at Ft. Dix, N. J., and the 45th at Ft. Sill,

Okla. Each office is allotted a division finance officer, an assistant finance officer and 
~0 enlisted men. The other National Guard divisions now in training are initially 
authorized eight enlisted men as assistants to the finance officers. These division per- 
sonnel are in training at the offices of the respective post finance officers. 


At the time of organization of the triangular divisions of the Regular Army last 
year, each was given its own finance section, in order that should the division be 
called to the field, records and personnel would be ready to accompany it immediately. . 

Latest National Guard division to set up its own office is the 44th at Ft. Dix. 
An announcement from that post states that Lt. Col. Jerome B. Crowley, NGUS, is 
division finance officer, and Capt. Edward A. Murphy, NGUS, assistant. When the 
division is at full strength, its finance office will be responsible for the payment of 
more than 900 officers and nearly 18,000 men, and will disburse in pay, mileage allow- 
ances, commercial accounts and the like nearly $7,000,000 a year. 


Marine Corps—<Authorization for construction of an additional East Coast training 
base for the Marine Corps at a cost of not to exceed $15,000,000 was asked of Con- 
gress this week. Representative Carl Vinson, chairman of the House Naval Affairs 
Committee, asked for the sum in a bill, Hl, R. 8155, authorizing construction of Navy 
public works, which he introduced 7 Feb. The Navy Department has been surveying 
sites for such a base along the South Atlantic and Gulf coasts, and is seriously con- 
sidering a location about 35 miles northwest of Wilmington, N. C., at the mouth of the 
New River. 

Marine Corps officials stated that such a base would be used to house combat 
units. This might mean part of the 1st Division, now training at Guantanamo Bay, 
Cuba. This unit left Quantico, Va., as a brigade but has been greatly expanded by 
addition of drafts of recruits and assignment of Marine Reserve battalions. Present 
facilities at Quantico probably would not be sufficient for the entire division upon its 
return, 

The 26 newly commissioned second lieutenants of the Marine Corps—graduates 
of the Naval Academy this month—are being ordered, not, as is customary, to the 
Basic School in Philadelphia for a nine-month course, but to the Marine Corps 
Schools at Quantico, where they will be students until 10 June in the base defense 
weapons course, The mid-year graduation of the Academy class was the cause of the 
change in the usual procedure. Whether the new lieutenants will go to the basic 
school upon completion of their course at Quantico, or whether they will be ordered 
to other duties is not yet definitely decided. 

Meanwhile a large group of first and second lieutenants of the Marine Corps Re- 
serve not previously called to extended active duty, will report between 20 and 24 
Feb. at the Basic School at Philadelphia for a course which will last until June. Upon 
completion of this course they will be assigned to various Marine Corps activities. 
This move also is a departure from former procedure. In the past, Reservists report- 
ing for duty have gone first to the Marine Corps Schools at Quantico for refresher 
courses before being assigned to duty with troops. The new set-up will reserve Quan- 
tico for the Regular Officers and for the Officer Candidates School and the Platoon 
Leaders’ Course. 

The Platoon Leaders’ Course this year will be held from 7 July to 16 Aug., and 
will accommodate 450 to 500 young men completing their second year of college. To 
recruit these students, 31 second lieutenants completing their studies at the Basic 
School on 21 Feb. will be assigned to Recruiting Districts in nearly as many cities. 
These cities are either the homes of the new officers or the seats of their alma maters, 
and it is planned that these officers will easily “sell” the Marine Corps to under- 
graduates with whom they can claim some bonds of common origin. About 325 of 
those attending the Platoon Leaders’ Course will go to Quantico, and from 150 to 175 
will go to San Diego. The Platoon Leaders’ program envisions the return of these 
students to a similar six-week course next summer, between their junior and senior 
years at college, so that upon graduation from college they may be commissioned 
second lieutenants in the Marine Corps Reserve. 

The 31 officers leaving the Basic School for “missionary” work for the Marine 
Corps are part of a group of 135 graduates of the school who entered the Marine 
Corps in June, 1940, as graduates of the Naval Academy, former enlisted men or as 
honor R.O.T.C, graduates. Some of the graduates are going to the Quantico base de- 
fense weapons course, the rest to various Marine Corps units. 

The Officers’ Candidate School at Quantico will graduate 233 privates first class 
from its initial course on 20 Feb. On 1 March, after a few days leave, these men, 
commissioned second lieutenants in the Marine Corps Reserve, will begin a second 
three months of instruction at Quantico, following which they will be ordered to active 
duty with units of the corps. On the same day, 1 March, the second class of privates 
first class will begin primary training. On the basis of applications received, it is 
hoped to have 400 begin the course. This number was desired for the first group, but 
actually only 262 entered the class early in November. The third of these groups will 
begin classes 1 July, the date having been postponed one month in order to make this 
year’s college graduates eligible for entrance. 

Report of the board which tested four types of small arms at San Diego this 
winter was received at Marine Corps headquraters 12 Feb. and is now under study. 
It is expected that the approval of the Secretary of the Navy himself will be sought 
before the Marine Corps decides upon a standard type of shoulder piece. Weapons 
tested at San Diego were the 1903 Springfield now used by the corps, the Garand 
semiautomatic rifle which the Army has standardized, the Johnson semiautomatic and 
a new semiautomatic developed by the Winchester Repeating Arms Company in which 
the Marine Corps has expressed much interest. 


Army Chaplains—A large number of chaplains who are in the active service, as well 
as a number who expect to receive orders in the near future are expected to attend a 
training conference for chaplains which will be held in New York City on 18, 19 and 20 
Feb. Because of the increasing interest being taken by all clergymen and the many in- 
quiries being made concerning the duties and responsibilities of Army chaplains, Lt. 
Gen. Hugh A. Drum, commanding the First Army, and Brig. Gen. Irving J. Phillipson, 
commanding the 2nd Corps Area, have issued orders that a general invitation be ex- 
tended to all interested clergymen to attend the conference. Representative church- 
men of three different major faiths will be on the program, as well as staff officers 
from Governor’s Island and representatives from the Office of the Chief of Chaplains, 
Washington, D. C. 

The conference will open with greetings from Generals Drum and Phillipson and 
will include the following speakers : Chaplain John D. Duggan, Col. Frank J. Pearson,

Tacoma Charge Stirs Army — Indignant over assertions concerning conduct of 
soldiers in Tacoma, Wash., Maj. Gen. George A. White, commander of Ft. Lewis, 


Wash., this week threatened to keep soldiers out of the city. General White was right- 
fully vigorous in his protest against an assertion by Public Safety Commissioner Holmes 
P. Eastwood, who was seeking increases in Tacoma police personnel, that soldiers 
visiting the city constitute a crime menace. He also rebuked Mr. Eastwood for his 
request to the FBI for assistance to alleviate the problem he alleged had arisen as a 
result of the growing Army camp, and charged that erroneous figures had been cited 
relative to soldiers arrested for intoxication. 

“If these problems cannot be worked out in mutual cooperation and if there 
exists in Tacoma belief that these men in the uniform of their country present a 
menace to your city,” General White wrote Mayor Harry P. Cain, “then the only 
sensible alternative is to eliminate that problem promptly by revoking all permission 
of soldiers to visit the city except in the case of the few who maintain homes in your 
city.” Mayor Cain issued a conciliatory statement, saying that “because of the helpful 
assistance of military oflicials and their recognition of the scope of our problems” the 
city was finding no real difficulty. General White’s assertion that Mr. Fastwood had 
not consulted Army officers was admitted by Eastwood at a council meeting.

$680,118,000 More For Army 


Three supplemental estimates of ap- 
propriations for the War Department for 
the present fiscal year totaling $680,118,- 
000 have been sent to Congress by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt. Hearings on the pro- 
posals were begun by the House Com- 
a on Appropriations on Wednesday, 
12 Feb. 

In the President’s message to the 
House, it was stated that $660,283,000 of 
the estimate is to remain available until 
expended and $19,835,000 is to remain 
available until 830 June 1942. The sum of 
$338,880,000 is allocated for completion of 








emergency housing already under way; 
$69,537,000 for completion of construc- 
tion under the aviation expansion and 
Panama Canal augmentation program, 
including payments under contract 
authorization and deferred construction 
under the munitions program ; $236,000,- 
000 for additional construction and other 
requirements not heretofore contem- 
plated, and $15,866,000 for acquisition of 
land and leasing of land and other facili- 
ties. 

Funds for the acquisition of land are 
required principally to provide the neces- 
sary additional areas for the proper train- 
ing, under simulated combat conditions, 
of the augmented ground Army. Existing 
Army reservations are stated by the War 
Department to be much too small to per- 
mit of such training, which involves the 
maneuvering of large bodies of troops, 
with their mechanized units, and do not 
afford adequate facilities for artillery and 
small arms target practice. 

The sum to remain available until 30 
June 1942 includes $18,238,000 for bar- 
racks and quarters and $1,597,000 for con- 
struction and repair of hospitals. The 
barracks and quarters fund will cover 
such items as employment of additional 
maintenance and operating forces; furn- 
ishing of heat, light, water and power; 
operating supplies; purchase and in- 
stallation of fire apparatus and fire-alarm 
systems ; shop and kitchen equipment, and 
rental of buildings and grounds. 





National Guardsmen Induction 

The War Department announced today 
that approximately 28,000 officers and en- 
listed men of the National Guard will be 
inducted into the Federal service in 
March, approximately 6,000 in April, and 
about 500 in June, 1941. 

The only National Guard units for 
which induction dates have not yet been 
scheduled are nine National Guard Air 
Corps observation squadrons. These 
squadrons have a combined strength of 
approximately 1,500 officers and enlisted 
men. 

On 30 June 1940, there were 242,402 offi- 
cers and men in the National Guard of 
the United States. To date, more than 
200,000 of them have been inducted into 
the Federal service. 

The units to be inducted in the next 
four months, their home states, definite 
and tentative induction dates and train- 
ing areas to which assigned are as fol- 
OWS:

White House was held Tuesday even- 
ing and was in all respects the same color- 
ful, picturesque gathering it has always 
been—perhaps the only function living 
up to its old-time tradition in this chang- 
ing Washington.

In the company who gathered about 
the dining table, abloom with red roses 
and white snapdragons, were the Secre- 
tary of War and Mrs. Stimson, the Secre- 
tary of the Navy and Mrs. Knox, the 
Under secretary of War and Mrs. Robert 
P. Patterson, Mrs. James V. Forrestal, 
wife of the Undersecretary of the Navy, 
Admiral Harold R. Stark, Chief of Naval 
Operations, and Mrs. Stark; the Chief of 
Staff, General George C. Marshall, with- 
out Mrs. Marshall who is a victim of the 
‘flu: also Maj. Gen, Thomas Holcomb, 
Commandant of the Marine Corps, (Mrs.

Reserve Officer Personnel 


The availability of sufficient Reserve 
officers has eliminated any necessity for 
increases in Regular Army officer per- 
sonnel in spite of the tremendous increase 
in the Army’s enlisted strength, the War 
Department announced this week. After 
allowance is made for Reserve officers 
who may fail to meet the physical re- 
quirement for active duty, there still re- 
mains approximately 105,000 Reserve of- 
ficers available for extended active duty. 
The War Department has estimated that 
this number, added to those of the Regu- 
lar Army and National Guard, is suffi- 
cient to officer an Army of 2,500,000 men. 

Reserve officers are serving in every 
part of the Army, from the War Depart- 
ment General Staff down to scattered 
troop units. The value of the service 
they are rendering at this time is ex- 
emplified, in part, by the fact that about 
two-thirds of the officers currently on 
duty with Regular Army units are Re- 
serve officers. Eventually this number 
will be increased to approximatetly three- 
fourths. Ninety percent of the lieuten- 
ants with Regu'ar Army units are Re- | 
serves, most of them recent graduates of | 





Reserve Officers’ Training Corps units, 

Among the several thousand Reserye 
officers now on duty with the Air Corps 
are many of the nation’s best flyers, 
Kighty percent of the 16,000 officers re. 
quired for the 54-group program of the 
Air Corps this year will be drawn from 
the Reserves. 





The War Situation 

There is general agreement that the 
Nazis cannot hope to succeed in invading 
Great Britain until they have unques. 
tioned superiority in the air which wil] 
permit them to overwhelm British fighter 
air stations. Until such stations haye 
been silenced, it seems unlikely that Hit. 
ler’s air armada can support a sufficiently 
well organized and equipped land force 
(army) through the air or across the sea 
to overcome the British Army, which 
Churchill says, is “working night and 
day,” to perfect its defenses. Although 
the obstacles to be overcome by a Nagi 
Army moving by sea or air, or by both, 
appear insurmountable, there is a feeling 
that Hitler is bound to make the attempt 
as he must recognize that his all-out air 
and submarine attacks are not succeed. 
ing in breaking the British will to carry 
on the war to a successful conclusion. 

An invasion of the British Isles by sea 
from the Channel and North Sea ports 
is indicated by the mounting of heavy 
gun batteries along the French and Bel. 
gium coasts, by the concentration of 
water borne equipment in French and 
Belgium harbors, and by large scale prep- 
arations in the occupied zones of France 
and Belgium. It has been pointed out 
that the gun batteries, supported by air- 
craft, can protect the troops in crossing 
the narrow waters of the channel, also, 
can give them sufficient artillery support 
to enable them to establish a bridge head 
after landing on England shores. Such 
reasoning appears to be based on the 
premise that Churchill has failed to pre- 
pare properly the defenses along the 
threatened points of landing. 

It is very likely that Nazi heavy cali- 
ber guns may be able to lay down bar- 
rages from ten to fifteen miles inside of 
the British shore line but the counter 
battery fire of the British Army will keep 
the landing beaches under constant shell- 
ing. Naturally, Nazi aircraft will attempt 
to silence the British batteries. But to do 
so, they not only have to overcome the 
British fighters but also the anti-aircraft 
protective batteries. 

The Royal Navy may be assumed to be 
strategically disposed to repel any inva- 
sion attempt by sea which may start from 
Nazi held ports other than those along 
the narrow waters of the English Chan- 
nel. The major units of the British 
Home Fleet will not be exposed to the fire 
of the heavy coastal batteries unless it 
should become necessary to assist the 
land and air forces in breaking up the 
landing parties. 

Another specially designed and_ built 
weapon of war has been developed by 
Great Britain to assist in resisting 4 
Nazi invasion by sea. It is called a “sea 
fort” and is reported to be constructed of 
concrete and steel and to be manned by 
soldiers and sailors. It is rumored that 
the British have other surprises for the 
Nazis to be used in resisting invasion—Y 
sea and air. In this connection, it is safe 
to state that the Nazis will spring some 
surprises, not only in equipment but also 
in tactics. . 

In visualizing what may happen at the 
landing beaches of a Nazi invading foree, 
struggling to gain a footing against 
barbed wire and other defensive mea* 
ures, the necessity for coordination b+ 
tween land, sea and air forces becomes 4 
vital factor. The defending force has # 
great advantage in this respect, espe 
cially, the British, whose recent expert 
ence along the African coast will be util 
ized to the maximum. Success for a Na 
invading force by sea would seem to de- 
pend on a marked superiority in the alr 
and a surprise form of attack whieh 
would paralyze the highly mobile am 
mechanized British Army now coverile 
the British Isles and “working day and 
night.”

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OBITUARIES 


Rear Adm. Hutchinson Ingham Cone, 
USN-Ret., died at Orlando, Fla., 12 Feb. 
of a heart ailment which had come upon 
him suddenly after a lifetime filled with 
activity in the service of his country in 
peace and war. 

“Hutch” Cone’s life was the Navy. He 
served it efficiently and valiantly during 
the 32 years he was on the active list. 
Even after his retirement in 1922 he con- 
tinued his contributions toward the ad- 
yancement of American sea power by 
membership on the United States Ship- 
ping Board and association with a num- 
per of private shipping firms. 

Born at Brooklyn, N. Y., on 28 April 
1871, Admiral Cone was really a Flori- 
dian, for his family moved to that state 
when he was a young boy. He was gradu- 
ated from the Florida Agriculture Col- 
lege in 1889. After a short period of teach- 
ing school at Benton, Fla., he went to 
the Naval Academy under an appoint- 
ment from the Second Congressional Dis- 
trict of Florida. He was graduated in 
1894, his first assignment being on the 
USS Atlanta. 

During the War with Spain Admiral 
Cone served on the USS Baltimore and 
was with Admiral Dewey at Manila Bay. 

Early in his career Admiral] Cone took 
a deep interest in the torpedo boat de- 
velopment, and to prepare himself there- 
for, took a special course at the Tor- 
pedo School in 1901. The next year he 
was assigned to duty with torpedo 
boats at Port Royal, 8S. C., and in 1908 
he was put in command of the newly com- 
nissioned torpedo boat Dale with which 
he made a highly praised voyage from 
Hampton Roads, Va., to Manila. In 1908 
when the battle fleet sailed from the Vir- 
ginia Base to San Francisco via Cape 
Horn he commanded the Second Torpedo 
Flotilla. President Theodore Roosevelt 
and the Commander-in-Chief of the Fleet, 
warmly commended this service. 

It was his fine work in connection with 
these two voyages with the small craft 
that brought about his appointment as 
fleet engineer of the Atlantic Fleet and 
his continuance with the battle fleet on 
the trip around the world. In 1909, al- 
though he was only a lieutenant comman- 
der at the time, President Roosevelt se- 
lected him to be Engineer in Chief and 
Chief of the Bureau of Steam Engineer- 
ing With the rank of rear admiral. T. R. 
tok advantage of his presence in Wash- 
ington to consult him on naval matters, 
ind in this way, Admiral Cone placed his 
imprint upon the “new Navy” more effec- 
tively than had he continued service 
afloat. 

He completed his tour as Engineer in 
Chief with distinction and upon its com- 
pletion he served as executive officer of 
the USS Utah and in May 1914 com- 
manded the USS Dixie. In 1915 he was 
appointed Marine Superintendent of the 
Panama Canal, a position which broucht 
lim in ¢lose contact with Colonel 
Geethels. In August of 1917 he was de- 
‘ached from that duty and ordered to 
London, England, where he was placed 
Neommand of the United States Naval 
Aviation Forces, Foreign Services, with 
headquarters at Paris, France, later serv- 
ig as aide for aviation on the Staff of 
the Commander, U. S. Naval Forces in 
European Waters. For that service he 
Was awarded the Distinguished Service 
Medal with the following citation : 

“For exceptionally meritorious service 
‘a duty of great responsibility as Com- 
minder of the U. S. Naval Aviation 
Forves, Foreign Service, and later as Aide 
fot Aviation on the Staff of the Com- 
Mander U. S. Naval Forces in European 
Waters.” 

While on a trip aboard the British Mail 
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‘tamer Leinster on 10 Oct. 1918 the ves-

a. Although severely injured and with 
re legs fractured, Admiral Cone kept 
mself afloat for hours until rescued. 
Following the War he completed the 
prin War College course and went to

bor, T. H., for treatment. He was placed 
onthe retired list as Engineer in Chief 
with the rank of Rear Admiral on 11 July 
1922. 

His career was distinguished not only 
for his great professional and technical 
attainments, but particularly for superb 
qualities of leadership which evidenced 
themselves in every task he undertook. 
He was possessed of a personality that 
impressed itself upon everyone with 
whom he came in contact from the low- 
liest seamen to the highest admiral. 

After his retirement Admiral Cone was 
appointed vice president of the Emer- 
gency Fleet Corporation and later be- 
came General Manager of the Corpora- 
tion. In 1925 he was made a member of 
the board of directors of the Daniel Gug- 
genheim Fund for the promotion of aero- 
nauties. Harry F. Guggenheim, son of 
the founder of the fund, had served under 
Admiral Cone during the War and there 
is little doubt but that the inspiration he 
derived from Admiral Cone’s werk with 





aeronautics had great influence in estab- 
lishing the fund. In 1928 he was ap 
pointed a Commissioner on the U. 8. Ship- 
ping Board, resigning in 1935. In addition 
to these activities he had been associated 
with the Panama Steamship Company 
and at the time of his death was chair- 
man of the Board of the Moore-McCor- 
mack steamship lines. 

In addition to the DSM he also held 
the Spanish Campaign Medal, Philippine 
Campaign Medal, Cuban Pacification 
Medal, Mexican Service Medal, Victory 
Medal and Overseas Clasp, World War, 
and the following foreign decorations: 
Officer of the Legion of Honor, France; 
Distinguished Service Order, England; 
Honorary Commander of the Military Di- 
vision of the Order of the British Em- 
pire (in recognition of his gallantry in 
saving life on the occasion of the torpedo- 
ing of the RMS Leinster) ; Cross of Ofli- 
cer of the Order of St. Maurice and St. 
Lazarus, Italy; and Order of Mariziana 
with rank of Uflicale, Italy.

The following tribute to the late Brig. 
Gen. Carl Rogers Darnall was prepared 
by Col. Harold W, Jones, Librarian, Army 
Medical Library: 

At the time of his retirement from the 
Army, nearly ten years ago, according to a 
well regulated custom, General Darnall sent 
his biography to the Army Medical Library. 
The record he made of his own life is ex- 
tremely short, covering only a single page, 
but it is characteristic of him. He was a man 
of deeds and not of words, 

Carl Rogers Darnall, Texas born on Christ- 
mas day 1867, after passing through a coun- 
try elementary school and Carlton College 
(Academy) in his native state received his 
education at Transylvania University, Ken- 
tucky, and later at Jefferson Medical Co.lege 
in Philadelphia where he graduated in medi- 
cine in 1800, After a few years of private 
practice Dr. Darnall entered the military ser- 
vice as an assistant surgeon in 1806, and 
shortly thereafter he was ordered to the 
Army Medical Schoo! which at that time was 
conducted in the Army Medical Museum. 

Upon his graduation in 1897 he returned 
to his native state, having been assigned to 
Ft. Clark, Texas. It was not long thereafter 
that he was ordered to duty with the 4th 
Army Corps and subsequently the course of 
events took him to Cuba, Following his ser- 
vice in the Spanish-American War he sailed 
for the Philippines, serving as operating 
surgeon and pathologist on the hospital ship 
Relief, and also as commanding officer of the 
military hospital at Iloilo, Captain Darnall 
was one of the few of our army medical offi- 
cers who had the good fortune to accompany 
the allied forces during the Boxer Rebellion 
in China. 

Upon his return home in 1902, Captain 
Darnall’s talents were at once recoguized, 
and for more than ten years he remained on 
duty in Washington at the Army Medical 
School, serving as secretary of the faculty 
and as instructor in sanitary chemistry and 
operative surgery. 

It was while on duty as professor of chem- 
istry that he discovered the value of liquid 
chlorine in the purification of water. This 
followed several years of experimentation on 
this subject, the earlier work being directed 
entirely toward the purification of water for 
troops in the field. Later on, as is well 
known, this monumental discovery was ap- 
plied to municipal water supplies, and it is 
now in use all over the world. The influence 
this has had upon public health is so wide- 
spread that it is almost impossible to place 
a proper estimate upon it.' In addition Gen- 
eral Darnall also devised and patented a 
water filter which was used by the Army 
for many years. 

In 1914, due to the application of the so- 
called Manchu law, General Darnall left 
Washington for a two-year tour of service in 
the Philippines, and he returned to the 
United States in 1916, 

When the United States entered the World 
War, General Darnall, who was then a lieu- 
tenant colonel, was on duty in Washington 
in charge of the Field Medical Supply Depot, 
but again his talents for business and or- 
ganization were recognized and he was soon 
assigned to duty in the office of the Surgeon 
General to direct the Finance and Supply 
Division. He served in this capacity until 
the close of hostilities. Because of his wide 
know-edge of supplies and his great ability 
in the administration of the many impor- 
tant activities pertaining to medical supply 
during the war, he was awarded the Dis- 
tinguished Service Medal. The citation reads 
as follows: 

“For exceptionally meritorious and con- 
spicuous service, He has rendered especially 
meritorious and distinguished service in or- 
ganizing, developing, and administering the 
Supply Division of the Medical Department 
and it is due to his foresight and ability that 
new sources of medical supplies were devel- 
oped in this country so that adequate quanti- 
ties of material were always available for use 
with the sick and wounded of the Army.” 

After the close of the World War General 
Darnall became executive officer in The 
Surgeon General's office. In 1922 he went to 
Hawaii where he was department surgeon 
for three years, returning to the United 
States in 1925. At this time he was again 
assigned to duty as executive officer in the 
office of The Surgeon General. In November 





1929 he was promoted to the grade of briga- 
dier general and was ordered to duty as com- 
manding general of the Army Medical Cen- 
ter. This post he held until his retirement in 
1931. 

General Darnall was the author of a num- 
ber of papers on professional subjects in 
chemistry and surgery. He was a Fellow of 
the American College of Surgeons, a mem- 
ber of the American Medical Association, and 
a member of the Association of Military Sur- 
geons of the United States. He was a Vet- 
eran of the Military Order of the Carabao, 
member of the Army and Navy Club of 
Washington, and Founder Member of the 
Army and Navy Country Club. 

Such is the record of his achievements and 
one can imagine the dry smile which would 
illuminate his features if he were here to read 
what is said of him, for never was there a 
man who demanded less adulation. 

The friend, his former student, who now 
writes this tribute, is conscious of a feeling 
of pride and quiet happiness to be able to 
place on record, even if imperfectly, some- 
thing of the character of this unusual figure 
whose mental attainment, no less than his 
rugged honesty, impressed all with whom 
he came in contact. 

My first acquaintance with him was as a 
student at the Army Medical School in the 
years 1905-06. Captain Darnall was then the 
secretary of the faculty, professor of chem- 
istry, and also of operative surgery, for he 
was not only an excellent chemist but a 
skilled surgeon. It was related of him that 
when General O'Reilly selected him to give 
instruction in chemistry, some officer of The 
Surgeon General's staff expressed doubt as 
to Captain Darnall’s experience and training 
in that subject. The reply of The Surgeon 
General wag to the effect that it would make 
no difference, he knew his man, and if 
Darnall didn’t know it at the moment he 
very soon would, This was true of him all 
his life, if he didn’t know at once he would 
before long! 

As students, our feeling for him was un- 
like that which we had for any other in- 
structor. We had to endure their peculiarities 
and to do things their way. With Darnall, 
it was different. He was strict but he would 
unbend when you least expected it; everyone 
admired his knowledge and all of us knew 
that behind a slightly chilly exterior he was 
au real fellow who had no pretense about him. 
He was kind to us when we most needed it 
and I have never forgotten this. When we 
graduated there was no member of the staff 
who was more enshrined in our hearts than 
the professor of chemistry. 

It was not my good fortune to see him 
often after that, except on brief occasions. 
During the feverish days of the World War 
Colonel Darnall, as all the older medical offi- 
cers know, was a tower of strength in The 
Surgeon General's office. Those who came in 
contact with him there never failed to real- 
ize how just, how reasonab.e, and how pos- 
sessed of understanding he was. 

So the years passed and Carl Darnall, now 
a brigadier general, was saddened by the 
invalidism of his dearly beloved wife, to 
whom he gave much of his time and devo- 
tion. But he, himself, was an institution, a 
pillar of our time, and such men don’t seem 
to age. Now that he is gone, perhaps a sim- 
ple shaft reaching toward the stars would 
express well something of his character and 
his achievements, but his real monuments 
are about us in the persons of those whose 
lives have been saved by his discovery. 

In 1892 General Darnall married hiss Annie 
Ostella Major of Erwinna, Pennsylvania, and 
this devoted wife and mother, who had been 
an invalid for six years, passed away at the 
family home in Washington on 12 Jan. 1941. 
The general followed her only six days later. 

General Darnall left three sons, Lt. Col. 
Joseph Rogers Darnall, Medical Corps, now 
stationed in The Surgeon General's office; 
William Major Darnall, who served as a 
Lieutenant of Infantry, overseas, during the 
World War and is now an insurance broker 
in Chicago, Illinois; and Capt. Carl Rebert 
Darnall, Medical Corps, on duty in the Fi- 
nance and Supply Division, Surgeon Gen- 
eral’s office, General Darnall also left six 
grandchildren,

Funeral services for the late Col. 
George Williams, Cav., USA-Ret., who 
died 8 Feb., at his residence in Arlington 
Village, Arlington, Va., were held at 11 :00 
o'clock, Tuesday morning, 11 Feb., in the 
Fort Myer Chapel, Chaplain Ivan L. Ben- 
nett officiating. Burial followed, with full 
military honors, in the eastern section of 
Arlington National Cemetery. 

Colonel Williams, a veteran of the Spanish 
American and World Wars, and of the Mexi- 
can Punitive Expedition, was born in Keo- 
kuk, Iowa, 4 Dec. 1878. He was commissioned 
a 2nd Lieutenant of Artillery, 26 July, 1898, 





transferring to the Cavalry branch of the 
Service in 1899. He was promoted to Colonel, 
17 Aug. 1920 and was retired 31 July 1938, for 
physical disability in line of duty. 

Colonel Williams was graduated from the 
Infantry-Cavalry School in 1903; School of 
Application for Cavairy and Field Artillery, 
1905; the Advanced Course at the Cavalry 
School, 1924; General Staff School, 1927, and 
the Army War College, 1928. 

During the World War, Colonel Williams 
commanded the 316th Infantry of the 79th 
Division, American Expeditionary § Force. 
Only five days before the Armistice his regi- 
ment was cited for its capture of Hill 378 in 
the Verdun Sector. He was wounded and 
gassed in the battle and commanded his regi- 
ment at the height of the engagement in a 
blinded condition, but refused to be evacu- 
ated, After forty years’ service on the active 
list of the Army he was retired in 1938, 

Colonel Williams was awarded the Distin- 
guished Service Medal for exceptionally meri- 
torious and distinguished services in France, 
in Nov. 1918, while serving as Regimental 
Commander of the 316th Infantry. He was 
also awarded the Silver Star with Oak Leaf 
Cluster and The Order of The Purple Heart. 

Colonel Williams is survived by his 
widow, Mrs. Margaret S. Williams, by his 
two sons, Capt. EK. W. Williams, Cav., of 
Fort Myer, Va., and Cadet George Wil- 
liams, jr., of the United States Military 
Academy at West Point, N. Y., and by his 
daughter, Miss Mary Rebecca Williams 
of Fort Myer, Va.

Barrage Balloon Squadron 

Conversion of the 3rd Balloon Squad- 
ron, It. Lewis, Wash., to the 3rd Bar- 
rage Balloon Squadron was announced 
this week by the War Department. Un- 
dersecretary Patterson, in making the an- 
nouncement, said that the Army had been 
experimenting with barrage balloons for 
some time but that this constitutes the 
first formal units. 

Judge Patterson stressed the fact that 
the new unit will be completely mobile, 
with it own trucks and personnel trans- 
portation. He said that there is no doubt 
as to the efficiency of the barrage bal- 
loons in England, pointing out that the 
plan has been adopted by Germany and 
Italy. The development is under the Air 
Corps for the time being, but there is 
some speculation that it may later be 
turned over to the Coast Artillery in con- 
nection with its antiaircraft artillery. 
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of weapons which all Cavalrymen must 
master. 

The Cavalry center will have accom- 
modations for 7,000 men, of whom some 
900 will be Regular Army troops serving 
as company cadres and service troops. 
Today, 15 Feb., 926 Regular Cavalrymen 
entered the replacement center to begin 
a one-month course of instruction in their 
duties, 

On 10 Feb, the 159 Reserve officers who 
will be assigned to the center reported at 
the camp for instruction. Only ten offi- 
cers of the Regular Army will be assigned 
to the replacement center. These ten in- 
clude the yet-to-be-named brigadier-gen- 
eral commanding; Lt. Col. Wayland B. 
Auger, the executive, and Maj. Alexander 
George, the plans and training officer. 

Basic unit at the replacement center 
will be the troop, composed of 240 men, 
212 of whom will be selective service 
trainees. The troop will be officered by a 
Reserve captain and two Reserve lieu- 
tenants. There will be 28 troops in train- 
ing at the center, 10 of motor soldiers 
and 18 of horse Cavalrymen. 

Thus about 60 per cent of the trainees 
will learn the basie principles of the art 
of equitation during their 13-week stay 
at the center. The remaining 40 per cent 
will qualify as scout car drivers, baggage 
truck personnel and the like. To instruct 
the horsemen will be about 60 expert 
riders, and a like number of teachers will 
be assigned to the motor department. In- 
struction in the use of all the weapons of 
the Cavalry — rifle, pistol, machine-gun 
and mortar—will be in the hands of a 
staff of 65. Thirty-three stables have 





been built to house the 1,600 horses to be 
brought to the center. 


For administrative purposes the troops 
will be grouped into squadrons, eight of 
them. Six of the squadrons will consist 
of four troops each ; the other two squad- 
rons will have two troops each. Four of 
the four-troop squadrons and one of the 
two-troop squadrons will be horse cay- 
alry; the remaining squadrons will con- 
tain the motor troops. 

The Cavalry replacement center is ex- 
pected to open promptly on 15 March with 
an initial draft of approximately 5,300 
selectees from all the corps areas in the 
country. 

Corps of Engineers 

Two replacement training centers are 
being opened by the Corps of Engineers, 
each designed to supply some 10,000 
trainees to the corps each three months, 
However, due to delay in beginning con- 
struction at Rollo, Mo., that center prob- 
ably will not open until after 15 March, 
The second center, that at Ft. Belvoir, 
Va., will begin operations on schedule, 

Kach center will have a capacity of 10,- 
500 enlisted men, including the cadres 
furnished by Regular regiments as in- 
structors and service troops. Basic train- 
ing unit, as at all the replacement cen- 
ters of the Arms, is the company—in the 
case of the Engineers numbering 252 
men, of whom 23 are Regulars, the rest 
trainees. A captain and four lieutenants 
will officer the company, four of these 
officers being Reservists who themselves 
have completed a special course at the 
Engineer School to train them in their 
duties. 

Four companies, in turn, will make up 
a battalion, commanded by a lieutenant 
colonel, and five battalions will make up 
a group, commanded by a colonel. There 
will be two groups at each replacement 
center, or a total of 20 battalions. 

Like nearly every other replacement 
training center, tables of organization 
‘all for a general officer in command, but 
whether the President will name the 
requisite additional number of general 
officers for this purpose is still undeter- 
mined. The War Department has made 
recommendations for such appointments, 
and the Corps of Engineers were unique 
in that, among the first group of tempe- 
rary generals named, was an officer of 
that corps who was advanced for the 
stated purpose of commanding one of the 
two centers. Today, however, it is not 
certain whether that officer, Brig. Gen. 
Ulysses S. Grant III, will function in 
that capacity. 

At present command of the two centers 
is in the hands of the executive officers— 
Lt. Col. William M. Hoge at Belvoir and 
Lt. Col. Daniel Noce at Rollo. Maj. Ar 
thur W. Pence is plans and training off- 
cer at Belvoir and Maj. Henry Wolfe 
holds the same job at Rollo. 

Field Artillery 

Each of the three replacement training 
centers of the Field Artillery will be, in 
effect, a group of specialist schools, where 
trainees of some batteries will learn to 
handle the 75-mm gun, others the 155-mm 
howitzers still others guns and “hows” of 
other calibres, and still others communi 
cations, motors, survey instruments and 
the like. 

One of the biggest of the 21 centers is 
the Field Artillery Center at Ft. Bragg, 
N. C., with an enlisted capacity of 16,500. 
The center at Ft. Sill, Okla., will accom 
modate 8,000 men, and that at Nacimien- 
to, Calif., beside an Infantry center, 6,000 
Field Artillerymen. Over 4,000 of the el 
listed men will be Regulars, who will 
serve as instructors and service troops 
having been trained in their duties, first 
in the units from which they came, 4 
later—beginning today, 15 Feb.—at the 
replacement centers. 

Bulk of the officer personnel will be Re 
servists, 420 of whom have been under 
going three months courses of study at 
the Field Artillery School, Ft. Sill, Olé 

Basic training unit is the battery which 
will total 250 men, 31 of whom will 
Regulars. A captain and four lieutenants, 
all Reservists, will officer each battery. 
Batteries will be grouped into battalions 
averaging four to a battalion, but th 
number will not necessarily be uniform 
since batteries of particular types

The House of Representatives passed 
this week the bill to increase the over-all 
National Debt limit to $65 billions, to 
provide for the taxation of future issues 
of government obligations, and to author- 
ize the Secretary of the Treasury to re- 
place Baby bonds with a new type of se- 
curity to be called United States savings 
bonds, and United States savings certifi- 
cates, which may be issued on a discount, 
interest bearing, or combination of dis- 
count and interest bearing, basis. In the 
debate on the bill, it developed that the 
popular belief that the present debt limi- 
tation is $49 billions is incorrect. As a 
matter of fact, other authorities still in 
effect permit direct obligations not to ex 
ceed $53 billions. The present public debt 
is a little more than $45 billions. The 
contemplated National Defense program 
now aggregates $28% billions in appro- 
priations, contract authorizations, and 
Budget recommendations. On the basis 
of the revenues expected from the pres- 
ent tax laws, anticipated expenditures 
will result in combined deficits for the 
current and next fiscal years of more 
than $15 billions. This picture may be 
ehanged substantially by two factors, 
additional taxes which will be levied dur- 
ing the present session, and additional 
unanticipated expenditures. Chairman 
Doughton, of the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee, observed that experience shows 
that in connection with the financing of a 
National Defense program, there is one 
thing certain, that is that the needs of the 
program as estimated at the beginning of 
any fiscal period will prove inadequate in 
the light of later developments, Already, 
there are indications that the aid to 
Britain which will follow the passage of 
the Lend-Lease bill, will call for much 
greater sums than have been estimated. 
It is because of this expectation that the 
prediction is made that the Naional Debt 
limit must be raised beyond that now 
about to occur, 

The taxation of future issues of federal 
obligations is in accordance with a ree- 
ommendation made several years ago by 
the President and insisted upon by him 
since, Suggestions have been made in 
Congress that measures should be taken 
to redeem all outstanding tax free securi- 
ties, but this would be such a colossal 
undertaking that there is no likelihood 
that it will be adopted, The advantage of 
authority for the issuance of tax free 
securities lies in the lower interest rate 
by which they could be floated, and, in 
ease national credit should be stretched 
too far it would be a favorable means of 
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raising money. However, Secretary Mor- 
genthan holds that the credit of the 
United States in this war torn world is 
so sound that the increase in the Na- 
tional Debt, which at one time he said 
would be perilous if in excess of $50 bil- 
lions, and the taxation of future federal 
obligations, are thoroughly justifiable. As 
to the new type of bonds and savings 
stamps, these are to be issued in such 
denominations as the Secretary may see 
fit, and he is further authorized to fix 
their maturities, which, in the case of the 
bonds, must not exceed 20 years. There 
is a further authority for the imposition 
of restrictions on the transfer of these 
securities, the purpose being to prevent 


them from passing into the hands of 
banks. Such restrictions are among the 


measures the Administration is taking to 
prevent inflation. 

Negotiations are underway whereby 
the RFC may finance American acquisi- 
tion of American securities and assets, 
which are British owned. There is a 
double purpose in this proposed opera- 
tion, first to prevent the dumping on the 
market of large blocks of stocks in ac- 
cordance with the orderly procedure that 
has been followed to date, and secondly, 
to provide England with money to take 
care of accruing obligations.

Merchant Marine 

From President Roosevelt and from 
the Maritime Commission itself this week 
came intimations that closer control 
might have to be exercised over the mer- 
chant marine in order to utilize tonnage 
to the fullest extent possible. 

‘In a letter to Rear Adm. Emory S8. 
Land, USN-Ret., chairman of the Mari- 
time Commission, the President asked his 
aid in advising “with owners and opera- 
tors of ships registered under the United 
States relative to shipping routes, move- 
ment of vessels, and character of cargoes 
as defense requirements may make neces- 
sary.” 

Shortly before, Capt. Howard L. Vick- 
ery, USN, member of the commission, 
speaking at the Coast Guard Academy 7 
Feb., stated that “no defense problem can 
be considered, much less solved, without 
an examination of shipping.” 

Reviewing the importance of the mer- 
chant marine in supplying auxiliaries to 
the Army and Navy, in importing ma- 
terials vital to defense manufactures and 
in waging “economic war,” Captain Vic- 
kery pointed out: “In a war crisis the 
demands of the people as a whole... be- 
come paramount and the merchant fleet 
must be unified and placed under govern- 
ment direction.” 

“Today,” he continued, “there is hardly 
a. vessel in the entire American merchant

HE House Committee on Appropria- 
tions this week recommended appro- 
priation of $62,193,150 for the United 
States Coast Guard for the coming fiscal 
year, lopping off $3,188,000 from the origi- 
nal budget estimates. The committee 
eliminated $3,000,000 for the proposed 
Coast Guard Training Station at Avery, 
Conn., reduced the provision for pay and 
allowances by $100,000, and cut the allow- 
ance for civilian employees by $88,000. 
The bill as reported to the House of 
Representatives makes provision for ad- 
ditional personnel, vessels, equipment, 
shore facilities, and maintenance and 
repair to meet the requirements of the ser- 
vice, and also makes provision for the 
following special projects and purposes 
for the fiscal year 1942: 
Persounel increases to provide for 
an average increase of 110 commis- 
sioned officers, 54 cadets, 127 
warrant oflicers, and 1,000 enlisted 
men; increased amounts to carry 
for a full fiscal year the 4,000 
enlisted men provided at last ses- 
sion for a part of fiscal 1941; in- 
creased personnel on the retired 
list; increase in present quarters 
allowance to enlisted men from 75 
cents to $1.15 per day in accord- 
ance with a projected Executive

R. R. Waesche, com- 
mandant of the Coast Guard, that “for 
years the weakest link in the organiza- 
tion of the Coast Guard and the greatest 
handicap to the efficient performance of 
the multiple duties of the Service has 
been the lack of adequate training facili- 
ties for enlisted men.” Admiral Waesche, 
in explaining the reason for seeking the

mandant and a representative of the 
Bureau of the Budget made the most 
comprehensive survey of the training 
problems of the Coast Guard that has 
ever been made.” The result of the sur- 
vey was the request for the $3,000,000 
training station on the east coast. 

Admiral Waesche explained the re- 
quests for additional personnel, both 
ashore and on board ships by pointing out 
the “continuing and expanding functions 
of the Coast Guard in connection with the 
National Defense, the safety and security 
of our merchant shipping and of our 
ports, and the enforcement of neutrality.” 
He also referred to the necessity of in- 
creasing the number of cadets at the 
Coast Guard Academy “due to the short- 
age of commissioned officers.” Admiral 
Waesche proposed an increase of 110 ad- 
ditional commissioned officers and 1,000 
additional enlisted men. He said reen- 
listments are averaging about 85 per cent 
and that losses are not great except in the 
rating of radiomen. “We have no diffi- 
culty at all in getting enlisted men,” he 
added,

has been studying the needs of the Navy 

along the following lines: shipbuilding 
and ship repair facliities, fleet facilities; 
aeronautic facilities, storage facilities, 

Marine Corps actvities, ordnance activi- 
ties, structures for naval personnel, hos- 
pital facilities, radio activities, Naval re- 
search laboratory and service structures 
not otherwise provided for. As far as pos- 
sible, and especially with respect to ship- 
building and ship repair facilities and 


aeronautics and ordnance production 
facilities, the Greenslade board has 
studied commercial facilities, to determine 
present and potential capacities. 

The idea behind the board’s activities 
has not differed from that which inspired 
the report to Congress on 27 Dec. 1938 by 
the board headed by Rear Adm. Arthur 
J. Hepburn. Development of naval shore 
facilities since that time has been guided 
by the recommendations of the Hepburn 
Board. Widest public interest in the Hep- 
burn Board report was in those recom- 
mendations which dealt with establish- 
ment of air and naval bases in Alaska and 
the mid-Pacific. Those recommendations 
have been carried out with the establish- 
ment of bases at all proposed sites, with 
the exception of the Island of Guam. But 
the Hepburn report also provided the 
basis for the establishment of other facili- 





expansion of the fleet and the naval air 
arm, which must be paralleled by a cor- 
responding increase in the supporting 
shore establishment. Other new factors 
include the acquisition of the sites for 
bases from Britain, the changing inter. 
national situation, changing conditions, 
trends and weapons of modern warfare, 
and the liaison and coordination of private 
industry in shipbuilding and ship repair 
work.
